Richardson is said tg have been 
ignorant of the use to which his sea] had 
been put and Drewry has already been 
convicted of forging the notary’s name and 
seal. The result of the examiner’s work 
will be shown next Monday. 

The United States court meets in Nor- 
folk on that day and several pension cases 
will be brought before it. It is expected 
that the fraudulent pensioners will soon 
be dropped from the rolls and a series of 
prosecutions commenced. 

Drewry was arrested about one year ago 
on the charge of securing fraudulent pen- 
sions, but owing, it is said, to laxity on 
the part of the local authorities, escaped 
punishment. The amount will not be 
known until the special examiners make 
their report, but as the arrears in con- 
siderable sums have been paid on many 
of the one hundred and sixty-six fraudu- 
lent cases, the steals will probably aggre- 
gate $100,000. 


CONDITION OF GRAIN, 


Report of the Department of Agriculture 
for May. 


Washington, May 10.—The May returns 
of the department of agriculture on the 
condition of winter wheat shows a reduc- 
tion of 2.1 points from the April aver- 
age, being 75.5 against 77.4 last month, 


and 84.0 in May, 1892. The average of 
the principal winter wheat states are: 


Ohio, SS; Michigan, 71; Indiana, 79; Illi- 
nois, 62; Missouri, 72; Kansas. 51. The 
average of these six states is 68.3 against 
74.2 in April, being a decline of 5.9 points. 
It is SS in New York and Pennsylvania 
against S7 and 88 respectively last month, 
97 in Maryland. and 85 in Virginia. In 
the southern states the averages range from 
74 in Texas to 96 in North Carolina. The 
conditions have been favorable to the 
growth and development of wheat in the 
New England, southern and Pacific states; 
in California, the condition has advanced 
ten points, while in the principal wheat 
producing states there has been considera- 
ble deterioration. In Kansas, Colorado and 
Nebraska, where planting was backward 
and germination slow, owing to continued 
drought and much of the plant being win- 
ter killed, large areas have been plowed 
up and devoted to other crops. The same 
has been done in Missouri, Indiana and 
Illinois, where the plant was badly winter 
killed and greatly damaged since by the 
continued wet weather. In Michigan, the 
severity of the winter greatly damaged the 
plant and the weather since has been tov 
cold and backward to admit of receupera- 
tion. Damage from the hessian fly in some 
of the counties of the latter state and In- 
diana and Ohio is reported and from the 
chintz bug in Kansas. | 
In some of the principal wheat states, 
the plant on the uplands Is reported in 
good condition. while on lower and. un- 
drained lands the condition& are poor and 
much of the crop destroved by drowning, 
Winter rye. like wheat. has suffered a 
decline in condition sinee last month, its 
rerage for May being 82.7 against 85.7 
forthe same date in April. The percentage 
in New York is 97. Pennsvirania 92. Mich- 
igan SO, Illinois 70. Kansas 50. The con- 
ditions have heen favorable to germination 
and growth in the eastern states, but have 
heen the reverse in the western and north- 
western. The average condition of barley 
is 88.6 against 92.8 last year in the states 
@#f principe!..produetion. The averages 
are New York 95, Ohio 84 and California 
S7. The lowest conditions are in Tili- 
nois, Missouri. Kansas, Nebraska and Colo- 
rado. In California the crop has been 

damaged bv overflows and wet weather. 
The condition of spring pasture is §7.2. 
of mowing lands 89.2. The proportion of 
snring plowing done May Ist is reported as 
73.4 per cent against an average of 17 
per cent for a series of years.

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LONDON’S GALA DAY. 


Opening of the British Imperial Insti- 
tute Yesterday. 


QUEEN VICTORIA STARTS THE SHOV, 


Amid the Plaudits of Thousands of 
Spectators, 


PRINCESS MARY OF TECK WAS THERE, 


And Came in for a Large Share of the Ap- 
plause—Prince of Wales Delivers 
an Address. 


London, May 10.—The British imperial 
institute was opened today with brilliant 
ceremony by her majesty, Queen Victoria. 
The sun ‘shone brightly. It was what the 
British call “queen weather” and the oc 
easion was therefore, most propitious for 
the homage of her majesty's : sub- 
jects upon this, which it is said, will be 
her last public appearance. 

Queen Victoria started from Buckingham 
palace at 12:19 o’clock p. m. Her majesty 
appeared to be in good health and radiant 
spirits. She bowed incessantly in response 
to the cheers of the multitudes who throng- 
ed the route from Buckingham palace to 
the institute. The prince of Wales, accom- 
panied by Prince George, duke of York, 
and the duke of Fife, started for the insti- 
tute from. Marlborough house at 11:50 
o’clock a. m., in a state carriage, escorted 
by a body of lifeguards. The duke and 
duches of Edinburgh and their daughters, 
the Princesses Victoria Alexander = and 
Beatrice. made their start from Clarence 
bouse for the institute, also accompanicd 
by lifeguards and the duke and duchess of 
Connaught and children. All the royal 
princes were present. 

er majesty arrived at the imperial in- 
stitute at 12:30 o’clock. The queen had a 
most hearty reception during the ride and 
numerous military bands stationed with 
the troops, lined the route and played the 
national anthem. The prince of Wales pre- 
ceded his august mother {nto the building 
and with the other members of the royal 
family and the executive council, awaited 
her appearance. 

A. flourish of trenmpets announced the ar- 
rival of the queen, who was conducted 
by the prince of Wales to a dais in the great 
hall of the institute. The quéen took her 
seat in a chair of state surrounded by royal 
princes and princeses and distinguished and 
representatiy> men from all parts of the 
empire, ambassadors and ministers. 

Wales Reads an Address. 

The prince of Wales read an address to 
her majesty from the governing body of 
the British imperial institute, thanking her 
majesty for the interest which she had 
shown in the foundation and progress of 
the institute. Her majesty read a formal 
response in which she expressed the hope 
that the work of the institute would inure 
to the advantage of all the empire. After 
the building had been declared inaugurated, 
a splendid master key of elegant workman 
ship was presented to the queen. The key is 
made of metal and precious stones from all 
parts of the British empire. The face of 
the handle shows the insignia of the order 
of St. Michacl and St. George, and the 
reverse shows the star of India. This key 
her majesty inserted in the beautiful silver 
model of the imperial institute, which Was 

resented to the prince and princess’ of 

Vales upon their silver wedding day by the 
citizens of London. The placing of the key 
in the model completed the circuit of> an 
electric signal to the queen's tower of the 
institute from which a peal was immediate- 
lv rung simultaneously, and salvos were 
fired from the guns of a battery of horse 
urtillery, drawn up in Hide park. 

This part of the ceremony having been 
concluded, the queen returned to the east 
colonnade, and entering her carringe, was 
driven along the imperial institute road ‘to 
Queen's Gate, the enthusiasm of the people 
being as strongly marked as on her ar- 
rival. 

Princess May of Teck. 

An interesting feature of the parade was 
the part taken by Princess Victoria May 
of Teck, otherwise called Princess May, 
the betrothed of Prince George of Wales. 
The duchess of Teck and the Princess 
May rode in the same earriage with the 
prince of Wales and the duke of York. 
and the Princess May was cordially and 
repeatedly cheered by the multitudes that 
thronged the route. The Princess May was 
evidently gratified by the demonstration and 
smiled and bowed on every side in response 
to the applause. When the carriage of the 
prince of Wales reached the imperial insti- 
tute Prinee George courteously gave his 
arm to Princess May and escorted her into 
the hall. This sign of attention on the part 
of the future king to the future queen, 
evidently greatly pleased the vast throng 
of spectators and a storm of applause 
greeted the royal couple. Princess 
May looked charming in a dress of brown 
silk. 

On the return of her majesty to Buck- 
ingham palace the carriages containing her 
inajesty and the members of her household 
were driven at a slow pace in order to give 
the immense multitude a vhance to see the 
queen. The people applauded vigorously 
and seemed most anxious to show their 
loyalty and esteem. 

There is some comment, especially in con- 
servative circles, over the fact that Prime 
Minister Gladstone was not among the dis- 
tinguished men present at the opening by 
the queen of the British imperial institute. 
Mr. Gladstone’s wife and daughter were 
resent, but he was conspicuously absent. 
vohn Morley, chief secretary for Ire- 
land in Mr. Gladston’se cabinet, was also 
absent. ,

The Republican Club’s Convention Pass 

Resolutions to Give Women the Ballot. 

Louisville, Ky., May 10.—Beautiful women, 
beautiful flowers and the ever beautiful stars 
and stripes were the attractions which greet- 
ed the National Republican League when it 
entered Macauley’s theater to open its annua! 
convention today. And to make things more 
attractive, if possible, Louisville’s best band 
played a half dozen or so national airs, while 
the delegates were filing into the theater. 

If any of the thirty-three delegations 
which marched into the theater was lacking 
in enthusiasm it was at once supplied with 
an abundance of it. No delegation could long 
remain in such an atmosphere without soon 
being materially affected by it. The beautiful 
women—"‘Gog@ bless them,’’ as the native-bori 
Kentuckians say,—occupied the front rows in 
the balcony and filled the boxes of the thea- 
ter. 

Colonel Cowan presented President Clarkson 
with a gavel.made of nineteen different kinds 
of wood, all grown in Kentucky. When Mr. 
Clarkson rose to respond, he was greeted with 
a storm of applause. He was quite ill yester- 
day and for a time it was feared that he 
would not be able to attend the convention. 
He thanked Colonel Cowan and the republic- 
ans of the state and assumed the chair aad 
formally called the convention to order. 

The call of the convention was read and 
the roll call of states was taken. Thirty- 
three states responded as having delegations 
present. This over, President Clarkson arose 
and delivered his annual address. The closest 
attention was given him, and at frequent in- 
teivals he was loudly applauded. Dr. Henry 
B. Blackwell, of Boston, submitted the fol- 
lowing resolution on the woman’s suffrage 
question: 

‘Whereas, Political justice, impartial lib- 
erty and equal rights for all are the founda- 
tion principles of the republican party; and 

“Whereas, Ali persons born or naturalized 
in the United States and subject to the juris- 
diction thereof are citizens of the United 
States and of the states in which they reside; 
therefore, 

“Resolved, That we reaffirm our national 
platforms of 1872 and 1892—the republican 
party is mindful of its obligations to the 
loyal women of America for their noble de- 
votion to the cause of freedom, their admis- 
sion to a wider sphere of usefulness is viewed 
with satisfaction, and we demand the ballot 
for every citizen of the United States, north 
and south, irrespective of race, color of 
sex.’’ 

When the clerk had finished reading it, there 
was loud applause. A delegate from Mon- 
tana called for three cheers, and they were 
given with great vehemenee. The resolution 
was then referced to the committee on reso- 
lutions. The convention adjourneé at 1:10 
o'clock until tomorrow morning at 9 o’cloex. 

The national republican committee met here 
today and elected Thomas . Carter chair- 
man and Joseph Manley secretary, according 
to the programme made up at the caucus last 
right. After a four hours’ session the com- 
mittee adjourned. The much talked of trouble 
regarding Mr. Carter's right to the office of 
chairman was amicably settled.

The Madison Square Garden Can Be Bough 
for a Few Millions 

New York, Mey 10.—The man who 
has a few million dollars to invest can buy 
the great Madison square garden property. 
A committee of the stockholders is look- 
ing around for the purehaser with the 
hest price to offer. This committee was 
appointed at the annual meeting of the 
siockholders , held at the garden yester- 
day. 

The decision to negotiate for the sale of 
the property, which represents an_ invest- 
ment of $4,000,000, of which $2,000,000 is 
common stock and the other $2,000,000 rep- 
resented by guaranteed 6 per cent bonds, 
Was arrived at after the minority stock- 
holders, representing about 7,000 of the 
20,000 shares of common stock had de- 
manded that a committee should be ap- 
pointed to examine the books and ac- 
counts. It is anole fight, but the doings 
of the meetings of the company, except 
that of yesterday, have been carefully 
kept away from the public eye and ear as 
mute tongues and closed records could keep 
them. The garden has not been profitable 
as ain investment. The figures show that 
both the present management, representing 
the majority stockholders and bondhoiders 
and the minority stockholders, have their 
reasons to give why this has been so, and 
they gave them at the mecting yesterday. 
The garden stock has a par value of $100. 
Nearly all of it was sold at $75. It-never 
has paid a dividend. Today the minority 
stockholders declare that the stock cannot 
be marketed at $20. With an investment 
of $4,000,000 they have Jong been demand- 
ng the reason for this. 


THE FLEET PREAKING UP. 


Three of the Visiting Men-of-War Leave New 
York Harbor. 

New York, May 10.—The first break in 
the naval fleet occurred this morning when 
the British flagship Blake and ber associ- 
ates, the Magecienne and the ‘Tartar hoist- 
ed their anchors out of the North river 
and steamed through the Narrows for Ber- 
muda, whence, after a ten days’ stay, the 
three vessels will proceed to Haiifax. The 
Australia, on account of her being put out 
of commission in a couple of months, goes 
straight to the latter port. A few hours 
after the departure of the. Britishers the 
grim Jean Bart started for the French 
port of Rochefort. Another loss to the 
line will be the caravels, which start for 
the workl’s fair at Chicago. The tiny 
Pinta will be towed to Halifax by the 
United States steamer Chicago. and the 
Nina by.the Bennington. The Santa Ma- 
ria_ will attempt to carry her lumbering 
and odd-shaped hull by means of her own 
canvas.

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ANOTHER LYNCHING! 


Finds a Place in South Carolina’s Long 
Calendar. 


THIS TIME THE CRIMINAL CONFESSES, 


Two Men Fight with Knife and Pis- 
tol at Barnwell, 


ONE IS KILLED---THE OTHER WILL DIE. 


A Womanin Chicago Kills Her Husband 
W hile He Is Fighting the Man Who 
Had Alienated Her Affections. 


Columbia, S. C., May 10.—(Special.)— 
The third lynching in this state within less 
than three weeks occurred four.miles west 
of the town of Laurens about 5 o’clock this 
evening, when a colored rapist, having con- 
fessed lfis crime, was strung to a hickory 
limb. 

This is not far from the home of United 
States Senator Irby. 

Monday afternoon, the young daughters 
of I'armer James, one eleven years old 
and the other younger, were going home from 
school, As usual they left the main road 
and took a nearer path leading through a 
dense woods. Suddenly they were rudely 
accosted hg a negro who used rough lan- 
guage intimating foul intentions, He seiz- 
ed the elder irl, but she struggled so des- 
perately and the two girls creamed so Joud- 
ly that the fiend ran away without accom- 
plishing his purpose, | 

Parly this morning search for the girls’ 
assailant began and remarkes let drop by a 
negro named Heyward or ““Monk”’ Barksdale 
showed that he was the man. He was cap- 
tured in his house. A negro not suspected 
was carried before the two girls. They 
promptly said, “That is not the man.” 
When Monk was brought forward, while 
he was within twenty yards of them, both 
girls cried, “That is him.” The negro per- 
sisted in declaring his innocence until this 
evening when he made a full confession. 

The lynching crowd numbered about six 
hundred persons. They placed Monk in 
a wagon, bound his arms and legs, covered 
his eyes, tied a rope around his neck and 
pulled the wagon away. Then the crowd 
quietly dispersed, leaving the body hanging. 
Not a loud noise was heard, and not a shot 
was fired, 

Most of the crowd wag from the town 
of Laurens. There were some negroes 
present who seemed to be satisfied with 
what was yoing on. The crowd was thor- 
oughly representative and included many 
of the best citizens of Laurens. The scene 
of the lynching fs less than a mile from the 
home of Senator Irby, who is said to have 
been a spectator, and to have addressed 
some remarks to the crowd, urging them to 
be temperate and orderly and not to fire 
into the body. He gaid that the country 
was Oppdsed to lynch law and deplored the 
circumstances that sometimés made it nec- 
essary for the protection -of the virtue of 
women and children, 


A LYNCHING DIDN’T MATERIALIZE. 


But a Negro Conyict Had to Be Kashed tothe 
Penitentiary to Save Him. 

Columbia, S. C., May 10.—(Special.)— 
Reports of a lynching near here have reached 
the city. The circumstances are these: 

Jim Bradley, a trusty convict, who has 
been at work at a stockade twelve miles from 
the city, made an indecent proposal to the 
seven-year-old daughter of a farmer named 
George F. Lightsey and while trying to 
disrobe her an older sister came in the room. 
Bradley was given fifty lashes by the guard 
aud the father appeared satisfied. 

Fearing lynching, Superintendent Neal 
had Bradley brought back to the penitentia- 
ry this evening. 


LIKE BANQUO’S GHOST, 


That Denmark Lynching Affair Will Not 
Down—More Resolutions Adopted. 

Charleston, 8S. C., May 10.—(Special.)— 
The Denmark lynching coes not seem to 
be ready to down. The negroes through the 
state are very excited over the matfer, 
more especially in view of fhe unanimity 
with which the newspapers of the state 
condemn the horrible murder. 

An immense mass meeting was held here 
last night in one of the largest colored 
churches and the following resolutions were 
adopted: . 

That in the recent lynching of John Peter- 
son at Denmark, a man declared to be in- 
nocent by the one upon whom the crime vas 
claimed to have been committed, a most ag- 
gravated murder, was perpetrated by the go- 
called best citizens of Denmark, disgracing 
the state and tusulting the sense of justice 
by taking human life without evidence of the 
guilt of the accused. That we believe that 
Governor Tillman, to whom the said John 
Peterson applied for protection, in sending 
him unguarded to the scene of the outrage, 
where a mob was known to be assembled, 
became, by said act, a party to the crime, 
and therefore together with the lynchers 
merits the condemnation of all right-think- 
ing people. That in the more recent lynching 
of a colored man in Williamsburg county 
another blot has been put upon the name of 
South Carolina, which brings to her the 
greater shame, when jt is considered that, 
notwithstanding the fact that the white 
yeople control the entire machinery of justice 
- the state, they resort to mob violence in- 
stead of pursuing the course prescribed by 
law. That while we advise our people to be 
order-loving and law-abiding citizens, to keep 
the case by earnest pyayer before the Great 
Judge. We say also that the time is quite 
at hand for the men of the negro race to 
make special prevision for the protection of 
themselves and families against these out- 
rages, which may at any time be visited on 
themselves; and especially do we advise this 
course to those in rural parts, —e 
the dangers to which they are always exposed. 
That we appreciate the manly and equitable 
stand taken by the journalists of the state of 
South Carolina and other states in the case of 
the lynching of John Peterson, fully believing 
that as they stood for law and order in this 
case they will always contend for justice and 
equity for all the people. _ 

These resolutions were signed by all the 
colored ministers. It. is more than prob- 
able that a movement will soon be started 
looking to the emigration of all the negroes 
from Barnwell county, and that an -ap-| 
peal will be made to the people that have 
the nature to contribute to aid the move- 
ment. Only one newspaper in the state ex- 
¢uses the murder of Peterson and the ac- 
tion of the governor in sending him up- 
guarded to the mob that lynched him, and 
most of the decent white people in the state 
condemn the murder. ‘

The 
theater was comfortably filled and the 
play was proceeding satisfactorily, when 
suddenly Herr Delezuk, one of the actors, 
drew a revolver iy full sight of the spec 
tators, placed the weapon to his head and 
blew out his brains. 

It was subsequently learned that the 
mans act was prompted by jealousy. In 
the company was a young actress, of whom 
Delczuk was deeply enamored, and it was 
generally supposed that his love was re- 
ciprocated by the actress. During the 
progress of the play iast night Deleznk de- 
tected his Sweetheart flirting with a man 
who occupied one of the stalls and when 
the couple left the stage. at the end of 
the act, Delezuk upbraided the girl for her 
action.

Chicago, May 10.—Vermont’s day at the 
world’s fair grounds was a glorious one. 
The dedication of the Green Mountain State 
building was the feature of the <a and fully 
1,UUU persons assembled to participate in tie 
exercises. The delegation, which came from 
the various cities of Vermont, was headed 
by Governor Fuller. Yhe governor was 
accompanied by a host of state and ex-state 
otlicers, among them being ex-Governor 
Dillingham, ex-Governor Farnham, ex-Gov- 
ernor Pingree, Lieutenant Governor Strand- 
han, ex-Lieutenant (CGovernor Woodbury 
and a@ number of others.

The other interesting event vf the day was 
the dedicating of Lajy Aberdeen’s inter- 
exting exhibit, the Irisn village. The balmy 
breezes and bright skies brought out a large 
and enthusiastic crowd to take part in the 
dedication.

The opening was 
timed for 2 o’clock and at that hour all the 
invited guests were present. They were 
received by Lord and Lady Aberdeen and 
all met a hearty welcome.

WAS HE AN OUTLAW 


The Mystery of the Death of William Craw- 
ford May Be Cleared. 

[Waycross, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—A 
special to the press from this place on 
April 16th told of the strange death of a 
white man named William Crawford at 
Sessoms, Ga. Crawford was found near 
the railroad with his throat cut and a razor 
near him. : 

J. H. Ward, sheriff of Vista county, Wy-

After an investigation of the dead 
man’s description Chief Cason says that the 
description tallies accurately and he believes 
that the dead man is the notorious William 
Crawford. 

The man Crawford was a stranger here 
and he told some one that his relatives lived 
in Marion, S. C. A letter was sent to 
Marion concerning the mysterious deatti of 
Crawford. In reply to the letter they said 
that the dead man’s name was Albert Craw- 
ford and that. several years since he had 
gone to the far west. Mr. Cason is of the 
opinion that Albert Crawford went to Wy- 
oming as a fugitive from justice under the 
name of Wilham Crawford and that he 
came here as a fugitive from justice from 
Wyoming.

They Held Two Meetings Yesterday and 
Last Night, 


AND TAPERED OFF WITH A BANQUET. 


The Morning Session Begins Today at 9 
O’Clock—A Number of Interesting 
Personal Items and Other News. 


The members of the State Dental Associa- 
tion made an all-day thing of it yesterday, 


and tapered off last night with a banquet. 
The dentists are all merry fellows, and it 
goes without saying that the spread last 
right, which occurred in the breakfast room of 
the Kimball house, was a toothsome affair. 

The responses to the toasts were some- 
thing out of the ordinary and many of the 
speakers were exceedingly witty. 

The toastmaster was Dr. B. F. Catchings, 
and he handled the introductions with re- 


‘markable ease. He arranged it so that quite 


a humorous affair was the result of his fore- 
thought. A city dentist answered the toast of 
‘“The Country Dentist,’’ and a country den- 
tist answered the toast, ‘“‘City Dentist.’’ 

The first toast was “Our State Society,’’ 
which was responded to by Dr. W. H. Hiil, 
of Madison, Ga. He made a splendid talk, and 
gave in succinct shape the history of the 
establishment of the association, and its early 
struggle. He referred very nicely to some of 
the ex-officers, and to several well-knawn 
workers in the organization. 

‘The Ladies’’ was responded to by Colonel 
J. W. Selby, gf Atlanta. A better man than 
Colonel Selby could not have been selected 
to answer this toast. Always gallant and elo-

‘Our Dental Manufacturers’”’ found a stanch 
champion in Dr. B. F. Simms, of Cedartown, 
who responded to that toast.

Weaver, of LaGrange, was a most interest- 
ing subject, and chimed in with dentistry to 
a wonderful extent as referred to by the 
speaker. 

Dr. R. W. Thornton, of Calhoun, Ga., re- 
sponded to the toast, ‘City Dentist.’’ He was 
exceedingly humorous and gave a description 
of what he would consider an ideal city den- 
tist. He created much laughter. 

The “City Dentist,’’ responded to by Dr. S. 
G. Holland, capped the climax, and though 
the hour was late there was not a single 
weary listener. The best that can be said 
about Dr. Holland’s speech is that it was 
in his usual happy style. 

The Morning Meeting. 


The meeting of the Dental Association yes- 
terday was a very interesting one, although 
the adie was slightly changed. The 
morning session was to have been devoted 
to clinics, but owing to the absence of clinical 
material this part of the proceedings was 
postponed until a future session.

A paper was read on the desirability of in- 
terchanging licenses between the states, so 
that a dentist practicing in one state could 
move into another without having to stand an 
examination before a state board for the sec- 
ond time. 

Dr. Clarence V. Rosser, professor of rros- 
thetic dentistry in the dental department of 
the Southern Medical college, endorsed the 
paper in a few strong words. He thought 
that a diploma and a certificate from a state 
board should entitle a dentist to practice 
anywhere. His sentiments were applauded 
vigorously. 

Dr. L. D. Carpenter made a short talk and 
spoke of the time when diplomas were sold 
for a few dollars to whcever desised to pur- 
chase. He was on the same line with Dr. 
Rosser. 

Dr. H. R. Jewett thought that the object 
of the state board was to elevate the standard 
of education in the profession of dentistry. 

Dr. W. H. Morgan spoke at length on the 
subject. He though that 1f a man was qualf- 
fied to practice in South Carolina he was 
certainly qualified to practice in Georgia or 
Alabama. He was also of the opinion that 
the state board had no right to go any furth- 
er than a man’s capacity in dentistry, and 
—_ no right to examine him on any other 

ne. 

The speech of Pr. Morgan roused Dr 
H. Catchings and he took occasion to pt

A Man Once Wealthy and Influential Arrested 
for Counterfeiting.

This fact induced the dis- 
trict attorney to send for Chief of Detec- 
tives Wright to whom he related a story. 
He then requested the chief to take the case 
and follow it up. 

Chief Wright put Detectives Looney and 
Crim to work on the case and before noon 
they had Latham under arrest. Not a cent 
of counterfeit coin was found on his per- 
son and he strenuously denies knowing any- 
thing of the charge against him. 

Guyton was seen at the jail yesterday 
afternoon and stated that he did not re- 
ceive the money from Latham. He states 
that is was given him by a traveling man. 
He is very positive in saying that Latham 
knew nothing of the coutnerfeit money, but 
the officers feel confident that Latham was 
at the bottom of it and that they will be 
able to establish that fact when the case 
comes to trial. Latham is still held at po- 
lice headquarters, but will probably be given 
a preliminary hearing today. 


ONE BODY FOUND.

Lost Their Lives.

KENTUCKY'S DERBY. 
Lookout Won—Thirty Thousand People at 
Churchill Downs. 


Louisville, May 10.—Thirty thousand peo 
le saw the Kentucy derby of 1895, won by 
wookout at Churchill Downs, this after- 
noon. A finer day never smiled upon derby 
day, which to Kentucky is the greatest 
festival on the calendar. Long before noon 
the big course was black with people. The 
men whe went broke in the poolrooms bad 
a chante to see the derby for the Louisville 
track open the gates to the public on derby 
day. There were 10,000 people in the free 
field today. They were on foot, in buggies, 
carts, Wagons, carriages and street cars, 
and chased rabits and played ball between 
the faces. The grand stand and clubhouse 
were bouquets of crinolines and big hats, 
for the belfes of Keniucy were there. ‘The 
republféan Drethren were out in force. 

There were six fine looking three-year-olds 
to run for the derby prize of 1893. They 
were Lookout and Boundless, Cushing « 
Orth’s stables; Seoggans Bros.’ fleet Buck 
McCann; C. Elmer Railey’s Linger; Plu 
tus, of the Bashford-Manor’s stable, and 
James E. Pepper's Mirage. The betting ring 
was jammed, and thirty-five bookmakers 
laid the odds. The Cushing & Orth entry, 
Lookout (uns) and Boundless (R Will- 
iams) was the favorite at 7 to 10. Buck 
MeCann (Thorpe), was second choice at 
8 to 1.

Mirage with the great 
Isaac Murphy, was fourth, at 12 to 1, and 
Linger (Flyun) was deemed a rank outsider 
at 40 tol. 

After a breakaway and some delay at 
the post, Pettingill dropped the flag with 
Lookout in the lead, Linger second, Buek 
McCann third, Plutus fourth, Boundless 
fifth and Mirage last. 

Lookout at once went into the lead by 
three lengths and maintained his advantage 
clear to the end, under a pull, winning as 
he pleased, with lots to spare. Plutus, 
Buck McCann and Mirage ran in a bunch 
nearly all the way, but Plutus left them 
‘in the stretch and got second place in a 
whipping finish, one length in front of 
Boundless, who was nearly two lengths in 
front of Buck McCann. Linger was beaten 
at the end of the first mile, coming in five 
lengths behind Mirage. Not a single favor- 
ite outside the derby was first.

This $10,000,00U,6GU0U0 is mostly on a 
yold basis. As there are in “uli the world but 
about $3,500,000,000 in gold, in money, on a 
gold basis, Great Britain completely domi- 
ates the world, and at present will not agree 
eo bimetallism. So largely adverse are her in- 
terests it cannot reasuvuubly be expected that 
she will so ugree. 

The total amount of inyestments by Euro- 
pean nations in the United States cannot be 
less than $2,000,000,000, and is probably more. 
Our gold can be called from us whenever the 
interests, necessities, or caprices of foreign 
investors or creditors dictate the call, and we 
are helpless to resist these calls, as lglg as 
we, in practice, maintain the single gold stan- 
dard. 

A few years ago Italy was financially, fairiy 
prosperous, on a silver coin and jegal tender 
treasury note basis. She abandoned these 
und borrowed gold to take their places. Re- 
ing a debtor nation, Italy could not retain the 
gold, and she is now a financial ruin, having 
no money, except the issues of her banks, an 
nothing to redeem these issues with. 

Practically, the United _ States is borrow- 
ing gold, on call.Let the United States legally 
and actually make gold the exclusive money 
basis. and Italy’s experience wil! be repeated 
here at uo distant day.

The canned 
goods that are not consumed here at 
home can be sold anywhere in the coun- 
try, in Europe and in India and Africa. 
Where these factories have been estab- 
lished it has been found that the far- 
mers have decreased their cotton acre- 
age and gone into the cultivation of 
fruits and vegetables. It is believed 
that in the course of a few years Geor- 
gia will produce annually about 10,000,- 
090 cans of peaches. There is money in 
the business, and with such an indus- 
try in full blast several] valuable crops 
will be saved and marketed at good 
prices. instead of being allowed to rot 
on the ground, as ts the case now in 
many Jocalities. Canning factories are 
not expensive. They cost very little 
when started on a small scale. 


tIn the Interests of Justice.

Mpolieltor Jervey’s pertinacious insist- 
ance in the matter of the small objec- 
tion he has raised is calculated to de- 
feat the ends of justice. An officer who 
is so bitterly opposed to lawlessness in 
its more violent forms should see that 
insubordination to authority tends to 
encourage the spirit which he regards 
as such a flagrant public evil. If the 
solicitor holds out against the governor 
and entrenches himself behind verbal 
quibbles, we may expect a similar dis- 
regard of authority in the future, and 
it will spread through official ranks 
down to the masses, sometimes taking 
the shape of violence. We cannot af- 
ford anything that,savors of insubordl- 
nation, and no matter whether Solicitor 
Jervey is in sympathy or not with Gov: 
ernor Tillman, he should respect supe- 
rior authority, the duly constituted head 
of the state, and respond to the call 
made upon him, thus serving the cause 
of public justice in the line of well es- 
tablished precedents which should not 
be questioned. The solicitor would win 
a very barren victory if the result of 
his controversy should cause the Den- 
mark lynchers to escape with hardly an 
effort to convict them.

When he tol the officers of the 
Imperial Guard that if another reich- 
stag defeated his military bill he would 
earry it into effect, despite opposition, 
he virtually declared that he was de- 
termined to rule by himself and for 
himself, trampling the’ constitutional 
rights of the people under foot. 

Now, the social demoérats and the lib- 
erals of Germany are a power in the 
land. It is a country of advanced 
thought. Education has been carried 
to an extreme, and the millions of read- 
ers and thinkers who are trying to bet- 
ter their condition will resent the inso- 
lent talk of their war lord. The Em- 
peror William’s subjects want peace 
and prosperity, lighter taxes and better 
wages, and larger returns for product- 
ive labor. When people get into this 
frame of mind they are not willing to 
tamely submit to oppression, simply Be- 
cause a tinseled and epauletted tyrant 
tells them that he has a divine right to 
rule, while they can do nothing but 
obey. 

The world has outgrown fits old wor- 
ship of kings and emperors, and the ex- 
ample of our great republic has sent 
ihe leaven of democracy’ rushing 
through the masses of all civilized lands. 
Germany is in a flurry of discontent. 
The reichstag jusf dissolved represented 
the people, and it is not likely that the 
new one to be eleefed on the 15th of 
June will take a backward step. The 
emperor's defiance of public opinion will 
doubtless array it all the more aggres- 
sively against his policy. 

Ambuscading Mr. Cleveland. 

A correspondent, who seems to be in- 
terested in the matter, sends us a letter 
of inquiry in regard to The Chattanooga 
Times, which we print in another ecol- 
umn.

After this confession Berkley 
turned up, and it was discovered that 
the dead man was named Walters. 

In the meantime Mrs. Hillmon mar- 
ried again. This made the companies 
despair of ever finding Hillmon, but 
they kept up their search and a few 
days ago traced him to the Pacific 
coast. He looked very well for a corpse 
of fifteen years standing, and glibly de- 
clared that Brown was the murderer of 
Walters.

The 
ease has gone against the companies, 
but on the new trial they expect to 
come out all right. OF all the great in- 
surance romances ever made public this 
case is probably the most sensational.

NEITHER WANTED TO BEAT THE OTHER, 


And So They Took a Street Car at the Sub- 
urbs of Chicago, and Walked Hand 
in Hand to the Goal. 


The “great bicycle race,” which started 
with such enthusiasm at Brisbine park, in 
Atlanta, two weeks ago, and which was 
concluded on a street car in Chicago Tues- 
day afternoon, was “‘the talk of the town” 
yeserday, and, in all frankenss, it must be 
said that favorable comments were few and 
far between. 

The general verdict was that the race had 
been made a stupendous hippodrome, and 
the telegraphic announcement of both 
Messrs. Howard and Durant that they 
thoroughly “understood” each other 
throughout the race was calculated to em- 
phasize the verdict of disfavor which was 
rendered just as soon as the wires brought 
the news that the two contestants had 
walked arm in arm into the Columbia hotel,

The people of the city have manifested 
unusual! interest in the race, and they never 
suspected for a moment that their enthusi- 
asm Was to be. made the victim of a fake 
race, Both Messrs. Durant and Howard 
were enthusiastic in their preparations, and 
gave every assurance that a lively race 
would be run between here and Chicago, 
and that the results of their efforts would 
be that the best man should win. 

The novelty of the undertaking spurred 
the friends of each to back their favorites, 
and before the race was two days old any 
number of wagers had been made as to who 
would make the trip first. Bets of all kinds 
were made and the peculiar conclusion of 
the race brings about endless complications 
for the stakeholders. It was a very easy 
matter for Messrs. Durant and Howard to 
declare the race a tie, but all sorts of com- 
plications were presented yesterday in the 
form of disputes arsing between those who, 
in a mild way, had backed their judgment 
as to the successful rider.

Mr. Howard started from Atlanta two 
hours ahead of Mr. Duraut and on the last 
day’s ride Mr. Durant was kind+enough to 
give Mr. Howard two more hours in the 
run to Chicago, instead of taking two from 
Mr. Howard to make the race even with 
Durant’s delayed start from Atlanta. Mr.

Rates for Less Than Carload Lots. 


IT 1S SOMETHING UNUSUAL IN TRAFFIC. 


The Reason Is That the Interior Buyer Can 
Get His Flouras Cheap as the W hole- 
sale Dealers at Distributing Points. 


The rate committee meeting of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association will 
be in session all the rest of the week. 

At least the subjects which have been tak- 
en up not be considered earlier. 

Yesterday a delegation of merchants ap- 
peared before the association and asked that 
rates on flour in lesg than carload lots be 
advanced. At presenf there is no difference 
in freight charges per hundred pounds be 
tween carload lots and smaller quantities. 
A buyer at an interior point can buy ten 
barrels from the mills and have it shipped 
to his station at the same rate per hundred 
pounds that is charged for a carload. This 
is ruining the wholesale trade at distribut- 
ing paints, the merchants declare, and they 
want a slight advance on quantities less 
than carloads or a reduction on the carload 
lot rates. ; 

Nashville and other milling points object 
to the changes in rates. On the other hand 
the wholesale merchants point to the differ- 
ence in rates according to quantity on s0 
many other articles.

MR. SOL HAAS ON RATES. 


The Richmond and Danville’s Traffic Mana- 
ger Cites Some Instances of Reductions. 
The railroad officials who are attending the 

rate meeting here are deeply interested in the 

outcome of the appeal of the road to the 

Georgia commission for an advance in rates. 

They all talk the same way and declare that 

the net revenue is much smaller than ever 

before on the amount of business handled 

They keep closely in touch with public sen- 

timent and agree that there is a marked 

change in favor of fairer treatment for the 
roads. 

One of the ablest traffic men in the country 
is Mr. Sol Haas, traffic manager of the Rich- 
mond and Danville. He has recently filed 
with the state railroad commission of Geor- 
gia an argument which is more elaborate 
than the one he made at the meeting of the 
commission in March. Mr. Haas says that the 
Richmond and Danville is not earning 4 per 
cent on a capitalization of $25,000 per mile 
in Georgia. Operating expenses have neces- 
sarily increased in late years and rates have 
been reduced in the same period. Georgia’s 
commission has cut the rates severely. On 
nearly one-third of the system's mileage in 
this state, the gross earnings are only $1,052 
a year per mile. 

Mentioning some instances of reductions in 
rates in Georgia of late years, Mr. Haas 
cuoted flour, which has been reduced from 11 
cents per hunderd for fifty miles to 8 1-2 
cents. Fertilizers have been reduced 25 per 
cent on carload lots since 1881; logs, 40 per 
cent; lumber, 20 per cent; melons, 40 per 
cent; molasses, 45 per cent; cotton seed, 45

¢hese rumors were verified, but they were 
made to do seryice, nevertheless. There was 
considerame discussion about the affairs of 
the General Electric Company, which was 
emphatically denied by {the president, who 
etates in fn open communicagion that the af- 
fairs of the company are in a prosperous con- 
dition. The strength of sterling exchange, 
as a result of higher rates of discount in 
the open market in London, revived the talk 
of goid exports, but thus far no engagements 
for this week’s steamers are reported. The 
saies reached a total of 419,594 shares, 
against 335,922 yesterday. While the depres- 
sion was very marked at intervals, there was 
buying by solid houses and the belief obtain- 
ed that the bears were making drives against 
certain stocks to facilitate coverings in other 
arts of the list. The short interest is simply 
mmense and the borrowing demand is brisk, 
both for active shares and specialties.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Previsions. 


CHICAGO, May 10—The brilliant weather throngh- 
out the west seemed to dazzle if not demoralize the 
bulls today. There was marked improvement in the 
crop outlook during the twenty-four hours. The rains 
on the continent appeared to have greatly relieved the 
situation there. All reports in the northwest indicate 
a vast improvement inthe weather conditions there, 
and these with seeding going on rapidly. The Missouri 
crop report was also said to be better than expected 
yesterday, showing a coadition of 77 instead of 70, as 
then reported. Allof this taken in connection, with 
the Wall street demoralization and general distrust of 
finances, made the bull crowd nervous and hesitating, 
and there was free selling and not muchdemand. The 
longs made haste to unload, and short sellers displayed 
more activity tban for some days; but thé bears did 
not have it all their own way. On the break the shorts 
took profits, and the Michigan report was said to show 
10 points decline during the last month. The govern- 
ment report this afternoon was expected to makea 
very unfavorabie showing, as it would only deal with 
conditions to May Ist. The English crop was in jeop- 
ardy, as they have had no good rains for 67 days. 
Werst, Armour’s expert who is traveling over the 
wheat country, was quoted as saying that the Kansas 
outlook was not as bad as reported, but that jthe win- 
ter wheat crop is likely to prove 80,000,000 bushels less 
than last year. The market turned very strong during 
the last hour on the sensationally higher Berlin and 
Paris cables, which showed advances of 2@2%c, but in 
the final trading there was another deoline, due to sell- 
ing apparently on account of the good growing weather 
and the disposition to even up for the Washington 
crop report. 

Corn at the start was quite weak, numerous selling 
orders being on hand, largely from the interior, and 
the first trades were anywhere from \@lc under the 
final figures of yesterday. The decline caught a good 
many stop-loss orders, which only tended to*increase 
the weakness, The fine spring-like weather, both here 
and over the west, made the distant futures relatively 
weaker than the near-by deliveries, A better casb de- 
mand was also reported from the east, and this aided 
the advance materially. Prices were put up %@ ec, 
reacted '4@%¢, ruled steady and at the close had lost 
M@le. 

Oats opened considerably weaker owing to the fine 
weather. The report that there were large quan- 
tities of oats bought for export caused the shorts to 
take hold, and this, with the decrease of 1,445,000 bush- 
els in Bradstreet’s report, caused the market to frm 
up again, but all the decline was not reccvered. 

The Wright-Cudahy combination apparently controls 
the provision market to such an extent that makes it 
ali guess work for others to operate. When the trade 
started this morning the hogs were postéd 22,000 in- 
stead of 18,000, as estimated. The cables told of some 
talk of cholera abroad, and some restrictions Placed on 
the meat. The first prices showed a break of 10@25¢ 
all around from the Tuesday closing. Then there was 
some raiding in pork by Baldwin, seemingly in the in- 
terest of the clique. On the bregk pork and lard were 
taken by Cudahy and Wright brokers. There was no 
attempt to mark up prices, but simply to take all of. 
ferings. The volume of trading was light, prices see- 
sawing up and down and closing weak.

aoe with the burning of “Noah's Ark,” 
an ancient and rather dilapidated build- 
ing in the western part of the city, was 
acquitted — Judge Richard H. Clark 

morning. 

rN Slee to its burning, was 
Jocated in the fragrant settlement of Hobo 
Hollow. It was designated “Noah’s Ark 
on account of its apparent age, and because 
of the traditions which have traced its ori- 
gin through several generations, though 
pot, perhaps, as far back as the old patri- 


arch himself. 

it was on the 27th of January that the 
building was fired. It was late at night and 
the relic of Atlanta’s early days went up 
in a column of smoke which literally paint: 
ed the old town red. Circumstances made 
it appear that Lucky was implicated and 
g warrant was sworn out for his arrest, 
charging him with the crime of arson. 

Arson is one of the most flagrant offenses 
known to the law. If committed within the 
city limits the penalty attached to the 
crime is that of death, unless the jury 
trying the prisoner sees fit to recommend 
bim to the mercy of the court. 

It is regarded in the light of murder., 
Such a malicious destruction of property, 
especially in a large city, is apt to carry 
with it the loss of considerable life, and 
hence the penalty is of such a kind as to 
place upon the offense the strongest con- 
demnation of the law. 

As soon as a warrant was found against 
Lucky the services of Mr. Thomas, the 
solicitor of the city court, were employed 
to defend the prisoner. 

The case was called up last Monday and 
the tria] of the issue occupied the court for 
three days. A number of witnesses were ex- 
amined and the testimony was very con- 
flicting. 

It was the plan of the defense to prove 
an alibi, and also to show, on the part of 
the prosecutor in the case and the principal 
witnesses in behalf of the state, a certain 
snimus, arising from ill will towards the 
defendant, which impaired and vitiated the 
testimony of the prosecution. 

The testimony in the case was concluded 
day before yesterday and the argument 
before the jury commenced about 3 o'clock. 
Mr. Thomas made the opening speech. ana 
for more than an hour addressed himself 
to his interpretation of the evidence. The 
speech Was One of masterly power and of 
sirewd legal acumen. It elicited from both 
sides the highest praise, and the genera! 
— was that the solicitor had surpassed 

ImMSe 

The argument for the prosecution was 
equaily as vigorous and the state’s prose- 
cuting attorney concluded the case in aid- 
mirable style. It was one of the most in- 
teresting cases tried before the present 
term of the court. 

The judge began to charge the jury 
about half after 10 o’clock. This was 
completed in a few minutes and the fate 
of the prisoner was left in the hands of 
the jury, who alone stood between him and 
the penalty of death. 

It was 12 o'clock exactly when the jury 
filed into the courtroom. The verdict was 
then‘ delivered and read as follows: “We, 
the jury, find the defendant, Howard 
Lucky, not guilty.” 

With a smile on his face the defendant 
assed out of the courtroom. He felt that 

is name had been happily exemplitied in 
the good foftune which had spared him 
from an intimate acquaintance with the 
rope, and he was warmly embraced by his 
friends, who were waiting to congratulate 
him on the outside of the building. 

The “ark,” which Lucky was accused of 
burning, was the property of ex-Alderman 
Reinhardt, and during the trial of the case 
that clever and good-natured gentleman 
was present, @€a Was 4 very interested 
spectator. 

Porter Stocks Is Ready. 

Porter Stocks is ready for his trial, which 
oceurs on the 22d of the present month. 

His long incarceration, which has been 
rotracted for nearly a year, has had no 
aieful effect upon the prisoner. His health 
is good and his spirits, in spite of his situ- 
ation, are unusually bouyant. 

He says he is confident of his acquittal, 
and he knows that his lawvers will leave 
no stone unturned to accomplish his re- 
lease. 

The foriwner trial occurred last May, a 
year ago, and was attenaed by one of the 
largest crowds that ever gathered in the 
courthouse. The coming trial will no doubt 
be equally as interesting to the public, 
although the principal facts in the case-as 
brought out in the last examination, are 
quite familiar. 

Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, W. H. Hulsey 
ani Colonel John T. Glenn represent the 
defendant, while Colonel W. C. Glenn and 
Solicitor Hill, as on the previous trial, will 
represent the state.

A TOBACCO FACTORY. 


A Stock Company Being Organized in Atlanta 
for That Object. 

There is a movement in course of organ- 
ixation in Atlanta to establish a tobacco 
manufactory for the purpose of making 
smoking, chewing and other forms of manu- 
factured tobaccos. The gentlemen who are 
pushing the, movement are Messrs, N. S. 
Loyd and G. F. Weber. Mr. Loyd has 
long heen in the tobacco business in Atlanta 
and thoroughly understands the business. 
Mr. Weber is an energetic young business 
man, 

The idea of these gentlemen is that such 
a factory would pay in this city, becausc 
there is nothing of the sort here now. They 
think that there is a wide field in the At- 
lanta market alone for the product of such 
a factory, to say nothing of the surrounding 
territory. 

Their purpose is to organize a stock com- 
pany with a capita] stock of $50,000, di- 
vided into 500 shares of $100 each, par 
value. They will endeavor to have the 
stock subscribed to principally by merchants 
who sell tobacco, so that they may have 
their co-operation in disposing of the pro- 
duct of the factory. In speaking of the mat- 
ter yesterday the gentlemen concerned said: 

“It is our belief that all the stockholders 
will be called upon to pay wil] be about 50 

er cent of the par value of their stock, as 
$25,000 will be all the business will require 
or some time, and we hope by the time 
more is needed the stockholders will have 
realized enough in dividnds to pay the oth- 
er OO per_cent, The first assessment will 


f be about 20 per cent, as it will require that

It Looks Like the Melon Orop Will Fall 
Short This Season-A Hailstorm 
in South Georgia. 


Weather crop bulletin No. 6 of the Geor- 
gia weather service issued by the local fore- 
east official, Director Park Morrill, is out 


for the past week. 

In the northern sections of the state the 
reports continue to be a shade less than 
favorable and over the entire state the cut- 
worm is getting in its work with remark- 
able energy that is fatal to the corn and 
cotton crops. Fruit is in a good condition 

enerally, but has suffered some from the 
high winds that have been prevalent. 

‘ine rains are reported in the eastern 

rtion of the state and a hailstorm on the 
Bi is mentioned, while as in the other sec- 
tions the cut-worms proves a troublesome cus- 
tomer. All farm work in the southern sec- 
tion of the.state is progressing rapidly and 
finely. Cotton chopping is half through, 
but melons are nothing extra. In _ fact, 
it would appear that the melon crop will fall 
short this year and the boast that we would 
a, the world with watermelons will 
fall through. The backward condition of 
affairs is due to Jupiter Pluvius, who has 
been hovering over the cities to watch the 
baseball games. 

Weather Crop Bulletin. 


The frequent showers of the past week have 
generally improved all crops in the north- 
western counties, although the excess of mois- 
jure has rendered the soil too soft for work- 
rag. Very little cotton remains to be planted. 
The crop is mostly up with average stands and 
in many localities is being chopped out. 
Complaints of cut-worms are quite frequent. 
Corn is being worked over and the prospects 
are excellent. Wheat and oats are heading 
out and are much improved by recent rain. 
Considerable fruit has been knocked from the 
trees by high winds. 

In the north section oats, which last week 
Were very much in need of rain, have re- 
celved more than enough this week, Lack of 
sunshine has somewhat retarded the growth 
of all crops. The low temperature has de- 
veloped cut-worms and has retarded the 
growth of all young plants. Good stands of 
cotton and corn are reported. On lowlands 
injury has been done to corn by cut-worms. 
Wheat, oats and rye look well. Fruit is in 

d condition, but the unusually high winds 
ave blown considerable from the trees. 

The weather continues too cool for cotton 
fn the northeast, but abundant rain during 
the past week has brought up a fairly good 
stand. Cotton chopping has commenced and 
Seay of corn is nearly finished. There is 
he same complaint here as elsewhere of 
ravages by bud and cut-worms. Corn and 
small grain are growing well but the latter 
's heading low. High winds still prevail, 
which have baked the soil somewhat and made 
plowing hard and have also injured fruit in 
some localities. Gardens are in a promising 
condition. 

In the western portion of the state the plant- 
ing of the cotton crop is not entirely finished 
yet, though nearly so. The greater portion of 
the crop is not only planted, but ts up in 
pretty fair stands. Corn is in a goad con- 
dition at present although complaints of bdud- 
worms continue. The wheat crop promises a 
medium yield and the oat crop better than an 
average. Both wheat and oats are now head- 
ing out nicely. Gardens mre generally in fair 
condition. Large quantities of sweet pota- 
toes are being planted. The present good con- 
ition of crops is due to the warm weather 
that has prevailed during most of the past 
seven days. and also to the copious rainfall. 
In-a few localities damage from the washing 
by heavy rains is reported, principally on 
hilly lands. 

Cotton planting is about finished in central 
Georgia and despite previous unfavorable con- 
ditions a good stand has been secured. Chop- 
ping is now going on. The showers of the 
past week, which gave a rainfall of from two 
to three inches, have benefitted all crops, as 
well as cotton. It is thought that a good 
yield of fall oats is now certain. All grains 
are in fair condition, though some fields are 
heading out smaii. ‘There is very little com- 
plaint of rust. Corn is in more than average 
condition as to growth, but worms have done 
much damage. In exposed localities the  ex- 
ceptional amount of high winds has caused 
fruit, and especially peaches, to fal!. A good 
stand of cane is reported in the more 
easterly counties. Garden vegetables are in 
good condition, but ten days or two weeks 
later than usnal. Sweet potatoes are being 
get out rapidly. 

rine raius vver most of the eastern portion 
of the state have been of great benefit to all 
crops and more rain would be of still greater 
benefit. Oats that were badly damaged by 
the previous drought are much improved in 
appearance and nearly a full crop is antici- 
pated. Large-sized hailstones and high winds 
on the 3d of the month damged crops con- 
siderably on a few plantations, necessitating 
the replanting of some cotton. The atands 
of cotton at present, taken as a whole, pre- 
sent a fair appearance. But-worms on corn 
are very troublesome. This crop, the same 
as cotton, looks fairly well. Melons are back- 
ward, but the recent rains will help them 
along. 

Great improvement is noted in the south- 
West section. Showers have fallen on three 
days of the week, giving from three-quarters 
of an inch to two inches of rainfall. A good 
crop of fall oats is now certain and spring 
oats have been put in fair condition. Corn, 
while rather small, is in heaithy growing 
condition, but is thinned in some places by 
cut-worms. The latter seem ywnusually numer- 
ous this season, particularly on uplands. 
No complaints are now heard as to the stand 
of cotton, the recent rains and warmer 
weather having brought up the seed. Chop- 
ping is in progress. The prevalence of high 
winds this spring has been bad for fruit, 
but a good crop still remains on the trees at 
most points. Cane and gardens are flourish- 
ing since the rains. 

All farm work in the south section is pro- 
gressing finely. Cotton chopping is the order 
of the day and is half finished. Cool nights 
have kept the crop backward. Good stands 
of both cotton and sugarcane are reported. 
Corn is being greatly injured by drell and cut- 
worms. The first plowing has been finished. 

Wheat and oats are looking finely. Fall oats 
are ready to be harvested at some points. 
The fruit crop is in excellent condition with 
bright prospects for a good yield 

In the southeastern counties there has been 
a slight deficiency In both moisture and heat 
during the past week. All crops would he 
benefited by a few showers. Oats are head- 
ing out and give promise of an average crop. 
Very little inland rice has vet been planted, 
but tidewater is growing nicelv. The condi- 
tion of the cotton crop is excellent and chop- 
ping is in progress. Beans. Irish potatoes and 
rabbage have matured and are heing rapidly 
shinned to the markets. Many complaints are 
made that cut-worms are injuring vegetables 
and replanted corn. 


Extracta from Reports by Counties. 

Walker—The rain on the 3d was very hard 
and injured crops on bottom lands. No more 
ruin needed at present. Crops are getting 
grassy. Bud-worios are still working iu corn 
and cotton. 

Paulding—The frequent showers during the 
week have brought up good stands of cotton. 
Sunshine is now needed to keep the crop 
growing. ‘The ground is now too wet to work. 

Gilmer—High winds on the 3d damaged 
fruit and forest trees considerably. Exces- 
sive rains have delayed all farm work. Oats, 
wheat and rye are uninjured and promise an 
excellent yield. 

DeKaib—Wheat and oats are looking well. 
Corn, where it has been worked over, is in 
exceptionally fine condition. A slight excess 
of rainfall and deficiency in heat has not been 
favorable for cotton. 

Towns—Owing to heavy rains corn planting 
bas been delayed and is not yet finished. 
Some rye has been blown down by high winds. 
Small grain generally looking well. Irish po- 
tatoes slightly injured by frost. 

Hart—The temperature has been extremely 
low for the season. Cotton and corn are ma- 
terially checked in growth and in coming up. 
Cut-worms continue their ravages. 

Oglethorpe—Have had general rains. follow- 
ing a long drought. Cotton is getting a rood 
stand. Farmers are plowing corn and chop- 
ping cotton. Small grain and corn are looking

Carroli—Wheat and oats are now doing 
finely. Corn is good excent a little too wet 
for it on bottoms. Cotton is generally up 
in pretty good stands, fhough there is some re- 
planting to be done.

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Atlanta’s Lawyers Desire to Give Justice 
Jackson 4 Handsome Compliment. 


PROMINENT LAWYERS ARE COMING. 


The Hearing in the Central Litigation Will 
Be of Deep Interest, and the Heavy 
Weights Wili Be on Hand, 


If Mr. Justice Howell Jackson will accept 
the compliment, the Atlanta bar will give 
him a banquet which will be memorable. 
The members of the bar wish to show him 
the courtesy, and if he will have it, the 


affair will be brilliant. 

A number of distinguished lawyers from 
a distance will be here May 25th to attend 
the session of the court at which the su- 
preme court justice will preside. In part, 
the banquet will be complimentary to the 


visitors. 

No details can be perfected until the 
justice replies to the -letter of invitation 
which Captain W. D. Ellis sent to Justice 
Jackson yesterday. Captain Ellis, Mr. J. J. 
Spalding and Mr Burton Smith represent 
the bar in extending the invitation. Lither 
the Kimball er the Aragon will serve the 
dinner, and wherever the affair is held, 
there will be a profuse floral display ten- 
ders of flowers for decorations having been 

made in the most generous style. 

Among the visiting lawyers will probably 
be Julian Davies. counsel for the Siutual 
Life Insurance Company of New_York; 
Leopold Wallack, counsel of Simon Borg & 
Co.; A. H. Joling, representing the Central 
‘rust Company of New York; Herbert A. 
Turner, counsel for the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company of New York; John W. 
Weed of New York, representing Mr. ‘Til- 
ney of New Jersey, one of the parties lit- 
igant who claims that he owns more Cen- 
tral railroad stock than all the directors 

ut together; Senator Mat Butler, of South 
phe Stone & Auerbach, of New York; 
Henry Crawford, counsel for the Richmond 
Terminal; Frank Miller, of Augusta; A. O. 
Bacon and Wash Dessau, of Macon; Den- 
mark & Adams, Garrard, Meldrim & New- 
man, Lawton & Cunningham, Cariton & 
Mackan and Harden, West & McLaws, of 
Savannah. 

All these attorneys are interested in the 
litigation which will come before the jus- 


tice. 

Calhoun, King & Spalding, of Atlanta, 
representing Alexander Brown & Sons, of 
Baltimore; Captain Harry Jackson, repre- 
senting the Richmond and Danville; Colonel 
Nat Hammond, counsel for Mr. Comer, re- 
ceiver of tie Central; Mr. Dan Rountree 
and Mr. Marion Erwin, of Macon, and pos 
sibly J. Lamb Perry, counsel for Mrs. 
Rowena Clarke, are all connected with the 
cases and will appear in the progress of the 
hearing. 

Heretofore, the big guns have not fig- 
ured in the Central case all at one time. 
The New York lawyers have generally set 
back in the jury box when features of the 
litigation were up, but this time they will 
take an active hand. The case will be of 
great importance. It involves $75,000,000 
of property. The real meaning of the lit- 
igation is an effort to change the manage- 
ment of the Central railroad and take it 
out of the jurisdiction of Judge Speer. Half 
a dozen interests appear to have comBined 
to get Mr. Comer removed from the re- 
eeivership and another receiver appointed. 
Such a change would be followed by some 
changes in the executive staff of the com- 
pany. 

The senior motion before the court will 
be Mr. Pat Calhoun’s application for a per- 
manent injunction to restrain the fore- 
closure of the tripartite mortgage on the 
Central. His client, Alexander Brown «& 
Sons, bankers, who are owners of a large 
sum of Macon and Northern and other se- 
curities, asked Mr. Jackson some time ago 
to grant an injunction preventing the fore- 
closure... They stated that they had a fund 
of $5,500,000 with which to buy the tri- 
partite bonds with accrued interest. On 
this 8 ag a temporary injunction was 
granted, and now the court will be asked 
to make the order permanent. 

Next to this matter comes the application 
of Henry Crawford, to displace Mr. Comer 
and set aside the contract made between 
the receiver and the Hollins committee. 
Mr. Crawford argued this or something sim- 
ilar before Judge Pardee in Savannah last 
month. 

The Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 
has a bill for a permanent receiver. It 
protested against the appointment of a per- 
manent receiver at Macon last summer. 

Alexander Brown & Sons have another 
bill to consolidate the pending suits and to 
remove Mr. Comer and appoint a receiver 
under their bill, a receiver who will have 
jurisdiction over the entire “pga It 
is claimed that Judge Speer did not have 
jurisdiction to appoint a receiver with the 
powers he gave Mr. Comer. The Port 
Royal and Augusta has been taken from his 
jurisdiction and a separate receiver ap- 
pointed for it. Mrs. Rowena Clarke’s bill, 
which was the original one, was not for the 
purpose of having the Central sold. And 
it is charged that under the Central rail 
road’s own bill, the United States district 
court did not have power to appoint a re- 
ceiver for some of the Central's lines. which 
are wholly within the state, the petitioners 
for the receivership being residents of 
Georgia. 

Mr. Comer, the receiver of the Central 
Railroad Company, will make a strong fight 
against the ‘xrious attempts to get another 
receiver appointed. Mr. Comer and the 
directors will be represented by Messrs. 
Denmark & Adams, Garrard, Meldrim & 
Newman, Lawton & Cunningham, of Sa- 
vannah, and N. J. Hammond of Atlanta. 

Mr. W. G. Oakman, receiver of the Rich- 
mond Terminal; Vice President A. B. An- 
drews, of the Richmond and Danville: John 
Peabody, of Columbus, Ga.. are expected 
to be present. Judge Pardee has been in- 
vited to sit with Judge Jackson. It is 
reported that Judge Speer prefers not to sit 
out of his district.’ 

The hearing may not last but a day or 
two for Judge Jackson has a way of ex- 
pediting hearings, but it will be one of the 
most important cases heard in the south in 
a long time.
